Bronchitis and pneumonia we 
have passed’ without proper ref- 
erence. There are many degrees 
of severity of bronchitis, which 
is the name given to any cold 
which spreads to the bronchial 
tubes and causes coughing. In 
many cases of bronchitis there 





the principle indicator being a 
rapid climb in temperature. 

Breathing becomes rapid and 
there is a cough. At the slight- 
est suspicion of pneumonia medi- 
cal help must be sought, 

If we are to mention some 
other common infectious diseases 
of children we shall have to be 
brief in each particular refer- 
ence. 

German Measels is a common 
infection of childhood and is dis- 
tinguishable by its flat, pink 
spots, often very faint, that rap- 
idly spread all over the body. 

Usually there is little, if any. 
fever or cold symptoms, but often 
there are swollen glands on_ the 
back of the head and neck.
